1 . This application has been examined. 

2. The RCE and amendment, filed 4/7/08, and the Terminal Disclaimer, filed 6/2/08, 
have been entered. 

3. 35 U.S.C. 101 reads as follows: 

Whoever invents or discovers any new and useful process, machine, manufacture, or composition of 
matter, or any new and useful improvement thereof, may obtain a patent therefor, subject to the 
conditions and requirements of this title. 

4. Claims 17-19 are rejected under 35 U.S.C. 101 because the claimed invention is 
directed to non-statutory subject matter. Claims 17-19 are directed to a graphical user 
interface, but the elements of these claims may be only computer program code, which 
is not statutory subject matter. Thus these claims are directed to non-statutory subject 
matter. 

5. Claims 1,3-11,1 3-1 6, 20-28, 43-45, 47-50, 54-58, 61 -64 are allowable over the 
prior art of record. Based on the Decision of the Board 2/5/08, the remaining issues 
were then remedied by the amendment 4/7/08 and the Terminal Disclaimer 6/2/08.
